We 
know today the average duration of 
life of the person with a cancer when 
the cancer is not treated, and we know 
also the average duration of life fol- 
lowing the application of surgery, or 
use of radium and the X-ray. 


We know enough to be certain that 


treatment of any considerable num- 
ber of people with any special cure 
for cancer should show within a per- 
iod of five years whether the product 
is worth while. 


It is safe to say at this time that 


not one of the widely promoted can- 
cer cures that has ben offered to the 
public during the last 20 years even 
slightly resembles an actual cure. _ 


The American Medical Association 


has assembled, in a pamphlet called 
"Cancer Cures and Treatment," the 
records of some 35 cancer charlations 
who have offered their methods to the 
American people since 1900 and who 
attained sufficient notoriety to bring 
them prominence in the public press 
or to cause a considerable number of 
inquiries to be sent to the headquart- 
ers office. 
These cancer cures include, for the 


most part, cancer pastes which are 
caustic and which take off as much 
living, healthy tissue as cancerous tis- 
sue. In many instances the paste it- 
self i.s largely responsible for an un- 
timely end. 
. 
In other instances, the method in- 


volves the use of injections^ either of 
innocuous mixtures of water and inert 
salts, or of nonspecific protein prepar- 
ations which bring about a severe re- 
action in the body of the patient and 
cause him to think that something 
has been accomplished. 


Introduction of radium gave rise to 


a half-do2en radium quackeries said 
to be in some instances radium-im- 
pregnated fluids which were to be 
taken internally. It has now been 
established that radium solutions tak- 
en internally, if they contain enough 
radium, will harm the human body, 
and, if they do not contain radium, are 
the purest quackery. 


The development of electrical de- 


vices has brought about various real 
machines and machines said to give 
an electrical discharge, which 
are 


also quackeries. 


One of the most serious aspects of 


the quack's work is his insistence that 
his cure will not work if the patient 
has already had radium treatment. 
Thus many a patient sacrifices time 
that might well be devoted to scien- 
tific benefit to trifle with the charla- 
tan's nostrums.
